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Sir: 

On September 27, 2004, Applicant's attorney discussed the matter raised in the Office Action 
of September 22, 2004 with the Examiner by telephone. Concerning the Examiner's position that the 
Amendment filed April 1 , 2004 is non-responsive to the prior Office Action, Applicants' attomey 
argued that the amendments to claims 1 0, 1 2, 1 3 and 1 5 were responsive to the rejection of the claims 
under the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. §112, wherein the Examiner noted that the specification 
provides support for the administration of a single compound as demonstrating a positive effect on 
"myelination of axon." [Pages 4 and 6 of the Office Action.] Accordingly, Applicants' attomey took 
the position that since the amendments to claims 10, 12, 13 and 15 were presented in response to a 
rejection under the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 2, the Examiner should not now take the position 
that these amendments present claims which are directed to an invention that is independent and 
distinct from the originally claimed invention. However, the Examiner indicated that her previous 
search of the prior art did not encompass a method for promoting my elination of axon. The Examiner 
suggested that the best way of proceeding would be to refile the present application as a divisional 
application. 



Applicants are adopting the Examiner's suggestion by filing a divisional application 
concurrently with the filing of the instant paper. 
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
